Internationals take centre stage

Another International break is upon 


mouth-watering fixtures across the 
globe. Whether it may be the Soc- 
ceroos journey to Brazil, European 
Championship playoffs, England’s 
poppy clash with Spain or St. Lucia’s 
encounter against Puerto Rico, there 
is certainly bound to be something to 
satisfy your football hunger. 

The Qantas Socceroos hit the road in 
their quest for Brazil 2014. Brett Emer- 
ton and Harry Kewell make their long 
awaited return to Holger Osieck’s squad 
as Australia prepare for a doubleheader 
against Oman and Thailand. On the 
verge of qualifying for the second stage 
of Asian qualifying, Australia travel to 
the Middle East and South East Asia 
knowing they have only tasted defeat 
once on their travels. That 1-0 loss 
came in a World Cup qualifier in 2008 
against Iraq. 

Elsewhere Group D, Frank Rijkaard’s 

Saudi Arabia host both Thailand and 
Oman in a bid to register their first win 
in qualifying. 
Meanwhile in Asia wins for Jordan, 
South Korea, Japan, Uzbekistan and 
Iran will all but ensure a place in the 
second round of qualifying. 

Staying with World Cup qualifying, 
the South American region serves up 
an enticing list of matches. On Friday 
Uruguay welcome Chile to Montevideo, 
all eyes will be on Argentina when they 
play host to winless Bolivia, Columbia 
take on Venezuela and Ecuador travel 
to Paraguay. Tuesday sees Columbia 
host Argentina, Ecuador entertain Peru, 
Chile return home to play Paraguay and 
Venezuela make their way home to play 
Bolivia. 

Across to the Concacaf region where 
the second round of qualifying will 
conclude by the end of next week. El 
Salvador, Guyana, Panama, Canada, 
Guatemala and Antigua & Barbuda 
are all currently at the summit of their 
groups with two games remaining. The 
1st placed side from every group pro- 
gresses to the third round of qualifying 
which consists of twelve teams (three 
groups of four teams).

A 9-man Melbourne Victory have 
held Brisbane Roar to a 2-2 draw 
at Etihad Stadium on Saturday 
night. 

Brisbane Roar travelled to Etihad 
Stadium with an unchanged line-up 
from their 7-1 smashing of Adelaide 
United. Melbourne Victory made 
one change with Diogo Ferreira re- 
placing Jean Carlos Solorzano who 
didn’t even make the bench. 

The action started immediately with 
Adrian Leijer in possession but Be- 
sart Berisha stole it off him and went 
one-on-one with Victory ‘Keeper 
Ante Covic. Covic took out Berisha 
after the Albania striker rounded him 
and Covic was sent off and a pen- 
alty was given. Lawrence Thomas 
was brought on for Tommy Pondel- 
jak for his A-League debut. Hen- 
rique stepped up a sent Thomas the 
wrong way but Berisha encroached 
in the box so the penalty would have 
to be re-taken. Henrique’s second 
attempt was perfect even though 
Thomas chose the right way. 

On 10 minutes Archie Thompson 
gave Melbourne Victory the equal- 
iser with a brilliant chip after Diogo 
Ferreira played Thompson through. 
Brisbane dominated possession 
through the early stages of the 
first-half and Henrique and Nichols 
had shots blocked and put wide be- 
tween the thirteenth and twentieth 
minutes. 


On 21 minutes 10-men Victory were 
in front when Archie Thompson tore 
Matthew Jurman inside out on mul- 
tiple times before beating Michael 
Theoklitos. Harry Kewell played a 
great ball for Thompson after Hen- 
rique fell over. 

The second-half was showcasing a 
delightful game when Adrian Leijer 
fouled an opposition player on 26 
minutes. Thomas Broich scored a 
great free kick as the ball went un- 
der the wall. Young Victory ‘keeper 
had no chance. 

On 29 minutes Broich was in the ac- 
tion once again as he hit the post 
after Henrique made a brilliant run 
down the right. Two minutes later 
after Archie Thompson had the ball 
stolen Mitch Nichols played through 
Henrique who chipped the ‘keeper. 
Adrian Leijer saved the day for 
Melbourne Victory with a goal-line 
clearance. 

On 37 minutes Matthew Foschini 
was controversially sent off by refer- 
ee Ben Williams as his late, clumsy 
challenge was given a red, a harsh 
call. Mehmet Durakovic stated that 
they will decide on Monday if they 
are going to appeal Foschini’s red 
card. The game was tied 2-2 at half- 
time.

ute. The win moves Central Coast 
above Wellington into fourth spot 
in the A-League ladder, for the 
time being at least.

A quick fire double from Jeremy Brockie 
has fired the Newcastle Jets to a deserved 
2-0 victory over the Perth Glory in front of 
12,383 fans at Ausgrid Stadium. 

In a match that heralded the return of Eng- 
lish striker Francis Jeffers to the Jets line up, 
it was his fellow attacker who took all the 
plaudits. 

Brockie took his first goal superbly in the 
10th minute.

Brockie 
only had one thought on his mind and quickly 
drove down on the goal of Danny Vukovic 
and unleashed a drive that beat the keeper 
and flew into the top corner. 

Just as the fans resumed their seats, the 
home side had gone two up. Ruben Zadk- 
ovich laid a neat back heel off for impres- 
sive midfielder Kasey Wehrman. Wehrman 
dinked a ball to Brockie whose first touch 
beat Bas Van Den Brink easily and he 
slammed his shot low and hard past Vukovic 
from 10 yards. 

In what was turning out to be one of those 
games for Brockie, he could have had a hat 
trick inside 15 minutes. A corner was curled 
in by Wehrman and was only half cleared by 
the Glory defence. The ball fell for Brockie on 
his left foot but he snatched at the chance 
and blazed his left foot drive over the cross- 
bar. 

Perth were then gifted their first chance of 

the contest. The Jets were lazy playing the 
ball out from the back and Nikolai Topor-

The Jets almost extended their lead in the 
32nd minute. Newcastle right back Tarek 
Elrich, playing easily his best match of the 
season, bombed forward and curled in a 
wicked cross for Jets wide man Ryan Grif- 
fiths. Griffith's header across Vukovic left the 
keeper stranded and he could only watch 
on. Fortunately for the keeper and his team, 
the header from 12 yards just cleared the 
crossbar. 

The game then settled into a familiar pat-

Shane Smeltz almost pulled the Glory back 
into the contest with a moment of individual 
brilliance in the 61st minute. The ball fell for 
the world cup goal scorer on the edge of 
the Jets penalty area.

WHEN Miron Bleiberg walks into 
Hindmarsh Stadium this Friday 
evening to coach his team against 
Adelaide United in another Hyundai 
A-League match, he will be doing so 
for the 100th time in his colourful 
career. 

The Gold Coast United Head Coach, 
outspoken character and veteran of 
the Hyundai A-League, will join the 
likes of Ernie Merrick, Lawrie McKinna 
and Ricki Herbert as having coached 
100 games in Australia’s top football 
competition. 

The humorous, candid and entertain- 
ing generator of quotes is no stranger 
to making headlines that promote the 
Hyundai A-League like no other, but 
his longevity, resilience and football 
smarts cannot be ignored either. 

With the seventh season of the league 
now well underway, Bleiberg remains 
as the only coach left standing who 
has been around since the competi- 
tion’s inception in 2005. 

The other current coach who has 
managed as many games as United's 
mentor is Wellington's Ricki Herbert. 
Former managers, Melbourne Vic- 
tory’s Ernie Merrick and Central Coast 
Mariners’ Lawrie McKinna, managed 
151 and 120 games respectively, but 
are no longer occupying the hot seat 
at their clubs. 

A foundation coach at two start-up 
clubs, Queensland Roar and Gold 
Coast United, his achievements in 
producing attacking teams cannot be 
overlooked. 

United skipper Michael Thwaite says 
this is largely down to Bleiberg encour- 
aging his troops to do what they do

The for- 
mer Adelaide United centre-half was 
earmarked by Bleiberg as a potential 
Gold Coast signing due to the dogged 
resistance he provided to Queensland 
Roar’s forward forays in the early days 
of the Hyundai A-League and they are 
times he remembers well. 

“During my time with Adelaide United 
we played Miron’s Queensland Roar 
team a few times and we always knew 
we were in for a tough game because 
of the attacking approach he would em- 
ploy,” Rees said 
“When he was kind enough to offer me 


the chance to come and play for him at 
Gold Coast United | was excited about 
the opportunity because | knew he 
would put together an attacking team. 

“He’s excellent at adapting to differ- 
ent circumstances and putting a good 
squad full of the right characters, which 
makes it fun to come to training each 
day.

Mate Dugandzic is a forward who 
plays for A-League side Melbourne 
Heart. Mate was born in Melbourne 
to Croatian parents on the 22nd of 
October 1989. 

Mate started his Football career with 
St. Albans Saints in Melbourne where 
he played his junior Football from the 
ages of 7 to 15. In 2006 he moved to 
Victorian Premier League (VPL) side 
Melbourne Knights where he debuted 
in the VPL at 16. He played well for a 
young, quick forward and due to the ar- 
rangement with Croatian giants Dinamo 
Zagreb and his Croatian parentage he 
signed 5-year contract. Mate although 
was Offered a scholarship with The Aus- 
tralian Institute of Sport but preferred to 
give Europe a shot.

WHO ARE YA? 

Canada is the northernmost country in the 
Americas (and the world’s second-largest), 
bordered by the United States (and indi- 
rectly by Greenland). Its unique culture 
consists of a mix of influences - its many 
indigenous peoples such as the Inuit (Eski- 
mos), the French and British colonial influ- 
ences as well as their Yankee neighbours to 
the south. After centuries of predominantly- 
British dominion (but also the French in the 
province of Quebec), the commonwealth 
gained constitutional sovereignty in 1982, 
following up the creation of the Maple Leaf 
flag in 1965, dual official-language status 
for English and French, and the implemen- 
tation of multiculturalism in the ‘70s. How- 
ever the issue of Quebec in relation to the 
reactionary elements of Canada’s French 
heritage (specifically those who wish for 
Quebec to secede from the rest of Canada) 
is still not completely resolved in an other- 
wise model Western democracy. 


SO WHAT YOU DONE? 

Despite Canada’s British and French cul- 
tural heritage, football has always been 
a minority sport there, same as with the 
neighbouring US, with ice hockey and the 
other North American sports grabbing head- 
lines. That said, the world game still has a 
lengthy and colourful history in the land of 
the maple leaf. The country’s first govern- 
ing bodies were set up in the late 1870s, 
and the first (albeit unofficial) Canada-US 
international clash took place in 1885 with 
the Canucks winning 1-0. A Canadian side 
toured Britain three years later (believed to 
be the first such tour by a UK dominion) for 
a record of nine wins, five draws, and nine 
losses. 

However it wasn’t until 1904 that Canadian 
soccer flexed its muscle on the world stage 
in the biggest way possible - winning the 
football gold-medal at the St. Louis Olym- 
pics! A leading amateur side, Galt FC as- 
sumed the guise of the national team and 
easily defeated their American club op- 
ponents to claim the second-ever Olympic 
football title (keep in mind it was then foot- 
ball's world championship, in that pre-World 
Cup era). 

Despite that triumph, Canadian football was 
soon relegated to playing the odd friendly 
against fellow Commonwealth opposition 
(notably the Socceroos and the All Whites) 
for the next 2 decades, as well as throw- 
ing down with their American neighbours. 
In the post-WWII era the Canucks formally 
joined the CONCACAF confederation, but 
routinely crashed out of World Cup quali-

fication or withdrew altogether on a few oc- 
casions. Their home Olympics in Montreal 
1976 provided equally-forgettable perfor- 
mances from the national team. But signs 
were showing of better days ahead... 
Canada narrowly missed qualification for 
Spain ‘82 (which saw El Salvador and 
Honduras qualify), but shocked the world 
by winning the CONCACAF Championship 
(now Gold Cup) in 1985 and in the process 
qualified for their maiden (and only thus far) 
World Cup in Mexico the next year. Drawn 
against Hungary, the Soviet Union and one 
of the motherlands in the form of France, 
the Canucks fought valiantly despite los- 
ing 1-0 to the French and 2-0 to both other 
group opponents. 

USA ‘94 quals would prove a stern test, 
with the Socceroos locking horns with the 
Canadians over 2 legs which saw the in- 
ternational debut of one Mark Schwarzer 
for the ‘Roos. Thrown in goal following 
the expulsion of Australia’s starting keeper 
Robert Zabica, Schwarzy held his own in a 
3-2 defeat and rose to the occasion in the 
Sydney return leg. With the Socceroos and 
Canucks fighting a seesawing battle that 
went all the way to penalties, the young 
Aussie keeper emerged as the man of 
the hour, heroically saving Alex Bunbury’s 
shot in a prelude to that immortal night 12 
years later in the same city. But for the 
Canadians, who had missed automatic 
qualification through CONCACAF’s group 
stages, coming so close was a bitter pill to 
take, although it is doubtful they would have 
fared well against the Socceroos’ eventual 
conquerors Argentina. 

France ‘98 saw another full-throttle tilt from 
the Canucks, fielding arguably their best 
side since the halcyon days of ‘86, but their 
promising campaign was derailed by a 4-1 
away thumping to El Salvador, and things 
fell away from there. However, the new 
millennium would see a belated entry in the 
annals of Canadian football honours - win- 
ning that year’s CONCACAF Gold Cup for 
the first time since 1985, defeating guests 
Colombia in the final and qualifying for the 
next year’s Confederations Cup. Despite 


the Holger Osieck-masterminded _ vic- 
tory (yep, he was their national coach back 
then!), Canadian football quickly returned 
to depths it had become accustomed to, 
although they did win bronze at the 2002 
Gold Cup. 


BIG CLUBS 

Interestingly the main harbingers of Cana- 
da’s footballing prestige have tended to be 
its club sides rather than the national team, 
as exemplified by Galt FC at the 1904 
Olympics. During the high-flying days of 
the North American Soccer League(NASL) 
in the ‘70s, Canadian sides such as the 
Vancouver Whitecaps and Toronto Metros- 
Croatia were part of the comp, in keeping 
with the tradition of Canadian clubs compet- 
ing in US sporting leagues. The Whitecaps 
survived the NASL’s extinction and despite 
spending the past 25 years in a staccato 
existence, were rewarded last year for their 
resilience by joining the MLS. Though 
lacking the Whitecaps’ heritage, Toronto 
FC and Montreal Impact have also been 
a visible presence for Canada in the MLS 
and American lower leagues respectively; 
the Impact themselves will soon join their 
compatriots in the MLS. In addition, FC 
Edmonton competes in the American lower 
tiers and is believed to be on the MLS’ 
future-expansion radar. 


REP YOUR COLORS 

The Canadian NT (known as Les Rouges 
‘The Reds’ by the Francophone population, 
but still lacking a unique English-language 
nickname) wears predominantly-red with 
white like all Canadian sporting teams, but 
currently also dons a white/black dual V 
and black shorts. In the ‘90s, stereotypical 
maple-leaf designs were incorporated into 
the national jersey, as well as navy blue in 
the mainly-white away strip. 


MATCHWINNERS

Veteran midfielder Paul Stalteri is currently 
clubless after being released by Borussia 
Ménchengladbach(although FC K6ln’s Kev- 
in McKenna still flies the flag for Canucks 
in the Bundesliga), while MLS goalscoring 
machine Dwayne De Rosario, veteran de- 
fender Ante Jazic and recent Brisbane Roar 
signing Issey Nakajima-Farran round out 
some of the danger men of the Canadian 
national team. 


SO WHAT NOW? 

The Canucks have qualified from Pre- 
liminary Group D for one of the semi-final 
groups of CONCACAF’s WC 2014 qualify- 
ing marathon, but it's hardly impressive 
when your opposition consisted of St. Kitts 
& Nevis, St. Lucia and Puerto Rico. Sterner 
tests lie ahead in the next qualifying stage, 
and it will largely come down to a favour- 
able draw for Canada to have any chance 
of advancing to the final ‘Hexagonal’ group 
stage. Regardless of its national team’s is- 
sues, the club game in Canada is in argu- 
ably its rudest health ever, with three teams 
in America’s MLS which are also privy to 
CONCACAF Champions League qualifica- 
tion via the Canadian Club Championship 
contested between home and US-based 
Canadian clubs. As things stand now, it is 
those clubs flying the flag for Canadian foot- 
ball abroad better than its national team at 
present, and it appears to remain so for the 
foreseeable future.

The Serbian SuperLiga is the elite 
football competition in the coun- 
try of Serbia and boasts 16 of the 
best teams in the nation, but only 
two teams are likely to win the 
league - Red Star and Partizan. 
The two most successful clubs in 
Serbian football.
